fruits

grain by insects amounts to £800,000. Probably, this is excessive, 
but anyway it gives an idea of the ravages of small pests, of which 
birds arc the best of all destroyers. 
Recognizing, this condition, 


appreciating the. fact that bird also add.to the gladsomencss of ex- 
istence quite every state has passed laws, that if enforced, would 
promote their preservation.

statutes are too frequently non-enforced.
